A Family of Exclusives. 


The Reading (Pa.) Times thus de- 
scribes the members of a family re- 
siding in the neighboring townships of 
Albany: s 

‘‘Kunkel is the name of a family 
which consists of five persons—four 
old bachelors and one old maid— 
brothers and sister, who were bound 
together by the most affectionate ties, 
and refuse to be separated. The sis- 
ter isin her seventieth year, and is 
noted for her excellent management, 
wielding a great influence over her 
younger brothers, who range in age 
from fifty to sixty-five years, the 
youngest being upward of fifty years 
old. They are over six feet tall, and 
possessed of Nerculean frames. The 
farm upon which they live was ac- 
quired by their ancestors over a cen- 
tury ago. Their house was erected 
more than one hundred years ago, 
after the style of the first settlers, 
split logs for a floor, filled up with clay. 
They do all their own work, and are 
neatand clean in all they do. Their 
farm is in and excellent condition, and 
produdes annually large crops. They 
do not have their horses shod in the 
winter, only in summer. In winter 
the shoes are removed, and the horses 


are not taken.further than to water.. 


They carry all their grain to mill, and 
back on their shoulders, never using 
the horses for this purpose. Their 
barn-roof and a number of their out- 
buildings are thatched with straw. The 
family is much respected and reported 
to be wealthy. A child, who married 
a number of years ago, has been ut- 
terly discarded, her singular brothers 
and sister having paid her the portion 
to which she was entitled out of her 
father's estate, and refusing to have 
further intercourse with her. This 
curious family resides near Wesners- 
ville, in Albany township, and have 
never been out of the county, and it is 
believed never out of the township. 
They are said to have relatives in 
Philadelphia whom they have never 
seen.

Lunatics do not. Shed Tears. 

One of the most curious facts. con- 
nected with madness is the utter ab- 
sence of tears among the insane, 
Whatever the form of madness, tears 
are conspicuous by their absence, as 
much as the depression of melancholia, 
or the excitement of mania, as in the 
utter apathy of dementia. If a pa- 
tient in a lunatic assylum be disgov- 
ered in tears, it will be feund that it 
is a patient either beginning to _re- 
cover, or an emotional outbreak of an 
epileptic who is scarcely truly insane, 


while actually insane patients appear } 


to have lost the power of pat 
is only returning reason which can 
once more umloose the fountain of 
their tears, Even when a lunatic is 
telling one in fervid language how 
she has been deprived of her children, 
or the outrages that have been perpe- 
trated upon rel, her eye is never 
even moist. The ready gush of tears 
which accompanies the plaint of the 
sane woman contrasts strangely with 
the dry-eyed appeal of the lunatic. It 
would, indeed, seem that tears give 
relief to feelings which when pent-up 
lead fto madness. It is one of the 
privileges of reason to be able to weep. 
Amid all the misery of the insane they 
find no relief in tears.—British Med- 
ical Jowrnal.

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The Workingmen’s Party in 
Nevada.

The recent victories of the Work- 


_ingmen’s party in Oakland and §Sac- 


ramento, California, and the strength 
which this new party is attaining on 
this Coast, are facts of sufficien se- 
quence to receive consideration in our 
State and county Nor has the leaven 
of this new political move been unfelt 
in this State. At Tuscarora a strong 


‘and well-organized club, numbering 


308 members, has been firmly estab- 
lished. In Virginia City the same 
party has-its adherents and may make 
itself felt among the miners and other 
laborers on the Comstock. In our 
ewn town and a number of others the 
party in question numbers many fol- 
lowers who only await for leaders, and 
very slight additional causes for con- 
certed action-and distinctive organiza- 
tion. We apprehend that the ends 
sought are not all stated when it is 
said that the Workingmen only want 
to protect white labor. There is be- 
yond this object an ostensible desire 
to purge both the Republican and the 
Democratic party of corruption, and 
unquestionably there are many honest 
men entangled in this movement who 
fancy that a rabble, however honest, 
to which quantity many members of 
the new party are entire strangers, is 
qualified and can work a partial puri- 
fication of the two parties of our com- 
mon country. The real and stable 
growth of any nation must proceed 
from the mature thought and harmo- 
nious action of its better and more ed- 
ucated citizens. During the progress 
or unrolling history of every land 
there must, as it would seem, by ne- 
cessity, be times when national equi- 
librium becomes perturbed. But we 
should not mistake the slight occasions 
of temporary and easily controlled ag- 
itations for causes or forces quite sufti- 
cient to endanger the advancement of 
society and the deterioration of state 
or national progress. In our State, to 
say ths least, there is no occasion for 
a Workingmen’s party.

Instead of the condition of 
our laboring classes being improved in 
the present or in the near future by a 
Workingmen’s party in Nevada, we 
believe the new party would prove 
detrimental to the very interests which 
they would seek thereby to enhance.

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To Stor BLEEDING AT THE NoOsE.— 
It is worth while to know how to stop 
bleeding from the nose when it be- 
comes excessive. If the finger is press- 
ed firmly upon the little artery which 
supplies blood two the side of the face 
affected the result is accomplished. 
Twe small arteries branching up from 
the main arteries on each side of the 
neck, and passing over the outside of 
the jaw-bone, supply the face with 
blood. If the nose bleed from the 
right nostril, for example, pass the 
finger along the edge of the right 
jaw tillthe) beating of the artery is 
felt. Press hard upon it, and the 
bleeding will cease. Continue the 
pressure five minutes, until the rup- 
tured vessels in the nose have time to 
contract.
